Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1/3-9 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest, in the claimed combination that the Magnetic 
separator constructed as at least two distinct magnetic poles , each magnetic pole 
located on a ferromagnetic member and in circuit connection with the ferromagnetic 
member; wherein each distinct magnetic pole comprises ferrite magnets in the bottom 
portion in contact with the ferromagnetic member, and rare earth magnets in the top 
portion. Wherein in each magnetic pole the ratio between the effective magnetic length 
of the ferrite magnets and of the rare earth magnets is between 1 :1 and 3:1 .
